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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-10 
in the paper submitted on 03 May 2 004 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground (s) that the claims of Group II do not 
exclude a heater. This is not found persuasive because the 
inventions are also distinct because the process as claimed can 
be practiced with an apparatus including a ram for urging the 
sheet into the mold cavity, and the apparatus can be used in a 
process of imparting a design or pattern onto a sheet. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made 
FINAL. 

'2. Claims 11-20 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the paper submitted on 03 May 2004.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or descri bed in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by JP-1014'6884-A. 

JP-10146884-A (see the entire document, in particular, the 
English- language abstract and the figures) teaches a process of 
making a thermoplastic container (for storing electronic parts) 
including the step of urging a heated thermoplastic sheet into a 
mold cavity to form a bottom portion and side walls, wherein the 
bottom of the cavity has a convex shape area protruding in a 
depth direction away from a base portion formed on another part 
of the thermoplastic sheet. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims .
